NAPOLEON BONAPARTE 


I 


T will be one hundred years on May the fifth 


since Napoleon Bonaparte, the French Na- 


poleon the First, died on the Island of St. Hel- 
ena. On this day the French people will lay 
aside politics long enough to enter upon a con- 
templation of history. Napoleonic exhibits will 
form a part of an elaborate program which Is 
in course of preparation by a committee of 
which the president and premier of France and 
Marshal Foch are among other prominent offi- 
cial members. Excursions to Corsica on the 
part of the French will constitute a feature of 
the celebration. Waterloo, also will be visited 
as well as the Isle of Elba. The world is not 
very apt to forget Napoleon Bonaparte. lie 
had his Waterloo and his Moscow, but sot op- 
posite these tragic events are so many conspic- 
uous victories credited to him that somehow 
or other history does not play upon the defeats 
but rather emphasizes the triumphs. Men ot 
the Napoleonic type never pass entirely from 
the pages of world affairs. Nor should they. 
While Bonaparte In a sense failed of his cher- 
ished ambition he fired France with a zeal 
which never has quit her. The spirit of Na- 
poleon and his victorious legions marched be- 
sides the poilu In the world war. There was 
that to the methods of attacks and defense 
which smacked strongly of the days of the "Lit- 
tle Corporal." Fired by such traditions it is 
little wonder that the latter day crusaders of 
France knew no such thing as defeat even 
when It seemed that a flood tide of enemies 
was about to overwhelm the scattered but he- 
roic forces which had flung themselves Into 
the line when duty called. 


Napoleon was. a strategist. He'belongs to 


that type of warrior of which Caesar and Han- 
nibal were Illustrious examples. He.was an in- 
spiration to his men and In every sense a leader 
of his armies. He thought along military lines 
which the great Julius Caesar utilized In his 
battles with the Gauls. The son of a family of 
thirteen children Napoleon easily outdistanced 
every other member. From his youth he w&s a 
leader. Even the boys in the training school 
where he learned his first lessons in military 
affairs recognized In him a superior personal- 
ity. He had no use for mobs and during the 
Rebellion held himself aloof for a considerable 
' time. He believed implicitly in regularity of 
command. His unfortunate marriage with 
Josephine and many untoward events which 


-happened.in his life were purely Napoleonic 
~ characteristics. He -was Bonaparte 


could not, had he wished to, have changed Into 
eonie other person. Acclaimed by his country- 
men In the hey-day of his success almost with 
divine distinction, Napoleon at times was swept 
off Ms feet by the popular homage which a 
wild populace seemed bent upon paying him. 
Surely no man before him had so completely 
mastered the national situation -as be had. 
Distinctly patriotic In his military life Napoleon 
no sooner acqured popular distinction than ho 
set about to attain two different objects: 


First, to establish order at home and 
Second, to humiliate the enemies of 


Prance. 


Personal aggrandizement, however, was no 


less a conspicuous factor in Napoleon's pro- 
gram, and he kept this star before him. He 
acted in a conciliatory manner toward the 
church, social life, revolutionary laws, etc., and 
so his prestige at home as a just and amiable 
ruler grew In proportion to his renown as a 
military conqueror. Few men who have graced 
the pages of history present such an unusual 
dual spectacle as Napoleon. He could be hard 
and still retain friendships. He could laugh* at 
his enemies and still conceal an inborn fear. 
'And there was that to his physical side which 
made him idolized. He was quite well aware 
of the fact that his genius essentially was mili- 
tary and his most striking victories were on the 
battlefield. Too many who have aped him have 
not been smart enough to know their limits. 
Napoleon moved swiftly in his campaigns. His 


chief purpose In inaugurating a battle WM to 
strike first. He was able thru his personal 
magnetism to hold his line in almost perfect 
harmony despite the fact that many times there 
was every reason to fall back. Most of bis vic- 
tories were the result of sudden, decisive move- 
ments which at one blow left his adversaries at 
his mercy. He did not believe in prolonged 
military engagements. 


No man before his time and since haa so 


aroused Europe against him, with the possible 
exception of the recent 
German Emperor. 


Herein is found the only point of resemblance 
between* William Hohenzollern and Napoleon, 
altho the former during the war prided himself 
on more than one occasion that h& was Bona- 
parte personified in the Prussian armor. In bit 
time Bonaparte had practically all of Europe at 
his feet and yet Napoleon like Alexander, sigh- 
ed for new worlds to conquer. His disastrous 
march on and retreat from Moscow needs no 
rehearsing now. It was the beginning of tho 
end. Grouchy had been butmaneuvered finally 
by Blucher and failed to arrive in time to help* 
his leader save the day at Waterloo. Then 
came the collapse and the retreat and the ab- 
dication and final exile. Chapters from Na- 
poleon's life read like romance. They are pro- 
foundly impressive and most intense. He had 
stood like some g|ant Colossus and the world 
had walked between his legs. It might have* 
been said, of him as it had been said of another, 
"Imperial Caesar dead and turned to clay might 
stop a hole to keep the wind away; Oh, that this 


I man who held the world in awe, might stop a 
hole to expel the winter's thaw." 


Defeated, Napoleon passed into history and 


so well had he written his story that he has re- 
nTunc'l there unchallenged.
